1. Claims 171-241, renumbered 1-71 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A timely filed 
terminal disclaimer has overcome the Double Patenting rejection. Further it is not found 
in prior art, the control channel carrying information indicative of a data rate 
associated with the data traffic channel, wherein the control channel is not adapted 

to carry voice or data traffic, and wherein a state of at least one of the plurality of 
protocol layers above the physical layer is maintained during the packet data 
communication session after the data traffic channel has been released.
